law. Elimination of many business 
practices, declared by the Govern- 
ment to be unlawful and objection- 
able, is the object of the litigation. 
The decree, prepared by the Gov- 
ernment and accepted by the asso- 
ciation in settlement of the case, is 
considered a complete statement of 
proper and improper business prac- 
tices under the anti-trust laws. 

In effect, the decree or order of 
the Government is sweeping in de- 
claring objectionable various prac- 
tices of trade associations. Under 
principles laid down by the order 
for the operation of the tile manu- 
facturers’ association, such organi- 
zations are restricted to narrow lim- 
its. Dissolution of the association 
is ordered. A new organization can 
function only for a few defined ob- 
jects and purposes, such as adver- 
‘ising, study engineering and trade 
problems, instruction, furnishing 
data on transportation rates, han- 
dling insurance, standardizing only 
on specific request. Industrial infor 
mation can be compiled only for the 
use of the Government.

strued as prohibiting any defendant 
from doing or performing any of 
the foregoing acts or from selecting 
his or its own trade and from dis- 
posing of his or its own products to 
such persons and on such terms as 
he or it may choose, if done individ- 
ually and without combining, con- 
spiring or agreeing with any other 
defendant or with any other manu 
facturer of tiles or other person.”

The decree just entered in the 
Federal proceeding against the tile 
manufacturers is given unusual sig- 
nificance here. One reason given 
for its importance is that of remov- 
ing much of the confusion that had 
existed concerning the border line 
between trade association activities 
that were held to be proper and 
those activities which would draw 
the fire of the Department of Jus- 
tice.

It is probable 
that Christopher Latham Sholes would have been very 
astonished if anyone had told him that his invention would 
bring about a revolution in women’s life.” 


Note by Editor —We were tempted to use some exclama- 
tion marks in the foregoing. The correspondent of the 
Petit Parisien evidently failed to inform himself quite thor- 
oughly as to his facts. We do not recall that Mr. Sholes 
died in poverty. He was not wealthy, nor did he make 
much from his invention of the typewriter, but he was a 
successful man nevertheless in that, as an editor and pub- 
lisher, he made enough to provide for the needs of his 
family and himself and to educate his children. He gave 
much time to public life, spending several years in the legis- 
lature of Wisconsin and in other positions of trust. He 
was keenly conscientious and served the people of his 
state with entire fidelity. This course brought him honor, 
but not riches, and he was content. When he died in 1890 
few men had been enriched by the typewriter—its greatest 
development and distribution came after that date. 

The correspondent of the Petit Parisien is wholly in 
error in assuming that Mr. Sholes would have been aston- 
ished at the extent to which women have taken up the type- 
writer as a means of support. On the contrary, he ex- 
pected it, for a short time before his death his daughter-in- 
law made a remark about the good he had done the world. 
Mr. Sholes replied: “I don’t know about the world, but 
I do feel that I have done something for women, who have 
always had to work so hard. This will enable them more 
easily to earn a living.” 

Nor is the reference of the French journal’s corvespond- 
ent with regard to the absence of women at the celebration 
of September 12 wholly fortunate. It may be true that 
there were more men than women there, but it was likely 
because men can go about more perme 3. than women 
and take a keener interest in matters related to business. 
But—there were many women present as spectators as well 
aS participants in the proceedings. Mrs, Fortier, daughter 
of Christopher Latham Sholes, was an honored guest, as 
was his great granddaughter, Elizabeth Sholes, who, with

memorial. Mrs. Corrinne Roosevelt Robinson, sister of the

Many lines have not put wireless on 
their boats to date, but this season will see a lot of them 
equipped. As the captain keeps the records if there is no 
wireless operator to do so, the typewriter has a sales helper 
in the captain. 

Lake captains can afford to purchase, as they get from 
$3000 to $5000 per season, and if I were them, 


| should write each captain on his own ship, direct, sending

him order-blank, etc. 

Che entire sales campaign can be conducted direct from 
the factory, or through both factory and branches. 

In the marine directory of the Great Lakes there are also 
listed the names of over three hundred coal docks. All 
use typewriters, and work them hard, too, also grain ele- 
vators, ore docks, etc. For the ocean there are several 
books of owners, one of which just lists United States ves- 
selmen and is most useful. Even the telephone book of 
lake cities will furnish the names of some steamship lines, 
but I would say the opportunity warrants use of a direc 
tory giving full data. 

The transportation of grain, ore and coal on the Great 
Lakes is just like a fast ferry service by the steamers. The 
maximum trip is ten days and many are made in seven, thus 
the office or owner of the ship supervises the operation of 
the boat by a series of reports, most of which, as I said 
before, the captain makes out.

Process” eliminates the wear and breakage, cleanses the 


parts thoroughly, applies new parts and finish, and produces 


a machine which can give many years of service 


Upon receipt at the shop the machines are torn down 
completely. The various parts are placed in a power 
washer, and thoroughly cleaned of dirt, gummed oil and 
tarnish. A compressed air dryer disposes of residual mois 


ture Inspection by an expert follows, who discards all 
weak, worn or defective parts. Brand new replacement 
units are used. Plated parts are sorted out, and sent to 
the plating department. A heavy coat of nickel is de 
posited; then burnished and polished. Every type charac 
ter is scrutinized minutely, and, if defective or worn, 1s 
replaced. Even the tiniest screws are inspected Che 
enameling department takes the frame, and gives it a 
hand-brush coat of enamel, done to a coach-tinis! Then 
it is baked 

Subsequently the frame and its parts meet again, and the 
machine is assembled and tested. All machines are 
equipped with new rubber platen, feed rolls, key rings and 
key glasses. A final inspection is made, during which the 
machine is tried out for speed, alignment and ease of oper- 
ation. Upon winning the final O. K. of the inspector the 
machine is wrapped dust-proof paper, after the carriage

Rousing Meeting of Stamp Men at Philadelphia. 

\ joint meeting was held at Philadelphia February 8-9 
by Districts Nos. 1, 2, 5 and 9 of the International Stamp 
\ianufacturers’ Association. There was a registration of 
83, which included officers of the international association 
and guests from Chicago. The sessions were held at Hotel 
Walton. The idea of a joint meeting was proposed by 
David T. Jenson, governor of District No. 2. 
The meeting opened with an invocation by Dr. Alex- 
ander Henry. Dr. Thomas W. Davis, city statistician and 
personal representative of Mayor Kendrick, presented an 
iddress of welcome. Through an oversight the hotel 
management had not displayed United States flags in ar- 
ranging the room, and Dr. Davis made some comments 
which brought quick action and “Colors.”” The city’s 
speaker presented much tangible advice on the conduct of 
business, interspersed with humorous stories. 

David T. Jenson, governor of District No. 2, called on 
the governors of the various districts for remarks. They 
reported on business conditions in their respective locali- 
ties. There was a spirit of optimism over the progress dis- 
played in the advancement of the association, and ample 
vidence of the good feeling which prevails in the trade 

Luncheon in the Roof Garden. 

Luncheon was served in the roof garden, a special or 
chestra providing excellent music. The afternoon was 
devoted to round table sessions. Here various phases of 
the business situation were discussed as they affected the 
different branches of the marking device field. 

The check table was directed by William Pannier, of 
Pittsburgh. The discussion was of absorbing interest, al- 
though no striking or novel features were introduced. The 
concensus of opinion was that matters were adjusting 
themselves satisfactorily in the Eastern territory. 

The sundries table was presided over by Harry Heine, of 
the Century Rubber Stamp Works, New York, N. Y. Sev- 
eral hours were consumed in the discussion of vital topics. 
One was the element of cost involved in selling a single 
article. The methods of conducting numbering machine 
sales by stamp houses were compared to the policies of 
stationers. A recommendation was offered for the consid- 
eration of manufacturers, proposing what seemed a fairer 
course for numbering machine manufacttrers to follow. 
It concerned the policy to be adhered to in handling orders 
of six or more machines at one time. 


Rubber Stamp Group Discussion. 

Herman Bloom, of the Hiss Stamp Works, Columbus, 
Ohio, was chairman of the round table conducted for the 
rubber stamp men. The labeling of stamp mounts was 
discussed.. The topic of self-inkers, which was the subject 
of considerable discussion at the Toronto convention, re- 
ceived study 

Rubber stamps for bank endorsements came in for a 
share of attention Some notable catalogues have been 
issued by several of the mail order rubber stamp houses, 
and the discussion commended the good arrangement and 
appearance of these catalogues. 

[he brass die group was conducted by Frank Spaeth, 

Boston, Mass. The members found much of interest 
ind value in the discussions. E. C. Shaw, of Cincinnati, 
gave a number of helpful pointers concerning manufactur 
ing operations and technique. The members felt deeply 
indebted to Mr. Shaw for his constructive remarks. 

R. F. Schoder, of Schoder & Lombard, New York, N. Y., 
had charge of the steel stamp group. This session was 


prominent for the lively discussions. Many points were 


“ironed out” and at the conclusion of the round table it 


was demonstrated that harmonious action will bring much 
good to this branch of the industry. 

The round table group devoted to stencils was guided 
by A. Gottsho. Numerous ideas were presented on manu- 
facturing processes. This discussion was somewhat pro- 
longed, and came to a conclusion without presenting any 
resolutions for the consideration of the general meeting of 
the convention. 


General Discussion Follows Round Tables. 

\t the conclusion of the round table meetings a general 
discussion was held, prior to adjournment for dinner. In 
the evening most of the members attended a theater party. 

The Saturday morning session, February 9, was given 
over to addresses and prepared papers. An eloquent testi- 
monial to the value of organized co-operation was presented 
in an address by Albert E. Kaye, of the Boston Steel 
Stamp Company. He put his newly-organized business on 
a firm basis within three years, and established himself 
without demoralizing prices to get the industry started. 
He based his progress on producing quality stamps, stress- 
ing their excellence. Some original ideas were the basis of 
much of his success. He contributed some essential facts 
concerning the number of impressions which could be 
made by a steel stamp. Strange as it may seem, the higher 
grades of steel did not last as long in service as those of 
lower cost. A stamp fabricated from steel costing twenty- 
four cents a pound gave 36,000 impressions; stock costing 
thirty-two cents a pound delivered 33,000 impressions; steel 
costing thirty-eight cents a pound withstood 31,000 im- 
pressions. 

Hopken Favored for Bureau Director. 

Che meeting endorsed John H. Hopken for the position 
of director of the Bureau of Printing and Engraving at the 
national capital. Mr. Hopken is a highly-skilled craftsman, 
and has had over forty years’ experience in designing, en- 
graving and instructing. In addition he has had that ex- 
perience and standing in political circles which is an asset 
when an appointment is under consideration. 

An impromptu talk by President Seefried showed the as- 
sociation members how their organization had influenced 
the trade to elevate its ideals of doing business. His own 
business, The Excelsior Stamp Works Company, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, was cited to show how the industry was “trad- 
ing up.” It was established nineteen years ago. In those 
days stamps were sold at fifteen cents for the first line, 
and ten cents for additional lines. There appeared to be no 
minimum price for rubber stamps. The maximum had been 
established as a pernicious custom, and there was no one 
to show its fallacy. No individual had opportunity to 
devote time taken from the harrassing grind of daily work 
to figure out what costs were. There was no definite in- 
formation on the elements of material and labor, which 
would enable a business man to analyze the situation. Mr. 
Seefried’s predecessors in the International Stamp Manu- 
facturers’ Association were credited with fine constructive 
work in educating the trade to a knowledge of production 
costs, 

I. S. M. A. Members Have Been Benefited. 

Members of the International Stamp Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation have progressed in their cost accounting so that 
they are on the same level as other specialized manufactur- 
ing industries which have made cost analyses and demon- 
strated the need for adequate allowance for overhead and 
other cost elements which were so long ignored by stamp 
makers. Mr. Seefried showed how intense application to 
detail tends to dim a man’s ideals and limits his perspective. 
As a remedy he suggested that members take time to attend 
the district and group sessions as well as the national meet- 
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ings. There they can reap freshened viewpoints and 


ideas from fellow manufacturers in the same industry. 

A man’s success in any line of business is bound up with 
the progress of his competitors. The old attitude was to 
beat competition by subterfuge and trick that would land 
the adversary in bankruptcy. Since the I. S. M. A. has 
been operating the attitude of the trade has been changed. 
In most cities the stamp dealer is meeting competition in 
a friendly spirit, seeking to engender co-operation rather 
than relentless rivalry. 


Liaison With Stationers’ Association. 


In his address President Seefried ment oned the good 
feeling which has been developed between the National As- 
sociation of Stationers, Office Outfitters and Manufactur- 
ers and the International Stamp Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. Closer relations have been inaugurated. The sta- 
tioners’ body has on its commodity committee on rubber 
stamps and numbering machines men who are also mem- 
bers of the I. S. M. A. In the average city the stationer 
is the sole local distributor of marking devices. He can be 
educated to be aggressive in sales, instead of merely han- 
ding over the counter what the customer calls for. This 
education can through the stationers’ national 
organization. He will learn to market marking devices

as instruments of service, rather than as ordinary mer- 
chandise. 
Announcement was made that the round table discus- 


sions at the national convention to be held at Pittsburgh 
will be arranged to avoid conflict. Various days will be 
assigned to such sessions, so that in the average case no 
two topics in which members may be interested specific- 
ally will be under discussion at the same time. 

In concluding his address President Seefried compli- 
mented the mail order houses on their co-operation with 
other members. Revised issues of catalogues have been in 


accord with local conditions. 


Field Representative Takes Floor. 


Jas. (“Jim”) O. Corbett, the field representative of the 
International Stamp Manufacturers’ Association made an 
effective address. He had already met with many of the 
members present while touring the country in his field 
work. Mr. Corbett made the point that he wanted to be 
considered as a partner in every member's business as far 
as the I. S. M. A. is concerned. He is heart and soul in the 
mission of overcoming any unpleasant conditions in the 
industry. In this way the organization will achieve the 
success to which all members aspire. 

R. F. Hershey made an address on general association 
matters, and advocated that members emulate the con- 
genial attitude of members of the trade in the far West. 
There the members are on intimate terms, and do not flock 
in groups at meetings. He urged that they fill the front 
seats at every association or local meeting, to make them 
“clubby” and to bring the audience close to the speaker. 
Mr. Hershey narrated some of the plans being prepared for 
the convention at Pittsburgh in June, and pictured the 
scenery and other attractions which they would have an 
opportunity to enjoy. 


The Dinner. 


A dinner concluded the Philadelphia meeting. The re- 
sources of Hotel Walton were called upon without stint. 
Dr. E. J. Cattell was the speaker of the evening. A variety 
of entertainment was provided, which included a solo by 
Raymond Uhl, who is connected with one of the local 
stamp firms.

M. T. Gallagher, vice president, who is in 
charge of the educational work of the club, introduced the 
speakers. 

Miss Irene Warren, director of the Chicago School of 
Filing, spoke on “The General Need for Filing,” Her re- 
marks impressed the need of adequate filing equipment in 
the modern office. She suggested to the salesmen plans by 
which they can sell more filing equipment and supplies 

A. Bregnan, of the Sanitary Cup & Service Company, 
explained the place of sanitary drinking cups in the office, 
stressing the merchandising aspect.

He elaborated on his theory of the basis of success in the 
business world. In a given industry or trade all are en- 
gaged in what they hope will be a useful activity for a 
single purpose—the aim is to gain happiness, or a reward. 
It is not material what the individual concept of reward 
may happen to be. Each individual, as a rule, formulates 
his own conception of the reward he seeks for his activities.

They may build a wonderful fire of service, which results 
in reward, and then through bad judgment or misdirected

for their efforts. 

A little consideration of service will permit its analysis 
Few individuals seem to know definitely what factors may 
be brought together which will certainly—not possibly 
result in 100 per cent service. 

It is absurd to try to make service out of any other than 
its normal elements, which when combined, always result 
in service—quantity, quality, mode of conduct. These three, 
always, everywhere, universally when combined, result in 
pure service. This is the only cause of reward, success or 
happiness

\ssociation was held at the Hotel Kimball, Springfield, 
Mass., on Wednesday, February 13. The principal objects

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Five or six letters were received along a similar tenor 
and we hardly need say that the attendance at this annual 
meeting very nearly broke all records. 

The business meeting was held at four o'clock in the 
afternoon and the annual dinner at six o'clock in the eve- 
ning. John F. Molloy of Meriden, Conn., was re-elected 
president. The recommendation of the president for three 
vice-presidents in place of one was favorably acted upon, 
and these officers were elected to serve as lieutenants to the 
executive in the northern, central and southern sections of 
the Connecticut Valley. The new vice presidents were as 
follows: J. E. Feeley, Springfield, Mass.; E. W. Pape, 
New Britain, Conn., and E. A. Kramer of New Haven, 
Conn. A. S. Todd of Greenwich, Conn., was elected treas- 
urer, Edward Granfield of New Haven, Conn., secretary, 
and F. H. Fargo of Bridgeport was made auditor. The 
executive committee consists of the following: J. B. Tower, 
J. J. McDonald, E. S. Pierce, Gustave Fischer, Thomas 
Stonehouse, F. B. Towne, Gus E. Nelson, Fred Nash and 
D. D. McDonald. The membership committee is as fol- 
lows: Harry Ferry, William Driscoll, W. E. Haggerty, 
E. B. Clark and C, J. Worth. 

In his annual report President Molloy made a number of 
recommendations and outlined a program of work which 
should be put over the coming year. He urged the organ- 
ization to labor this year to bring the sales forces to a 
higher standard of efficiency and service to the customer, 
with a view to advancing the efficiency of the salesman by 
adding to his knowledge of the product and the principles 
of salesmanship. This recommendation was in the conclud- 
ing portion of Mr. Molloy’s address in which he said: 

“Some of our members are interested in educational 
meetings for the coming year. The program of these 
meetings might be arranged by a committee of salesmen. 
It is also suggested that the dealer’s salespeople attend. 
Such an educational program will probably increase our 
expenses during the coming year and it is hoped therefore 
that increased membership with its increased revenue will 
be secured, thus providing for this additional expense. 

“I feel very much indebted to those who have assisted 
me during the past year. They gave their time and their 
counsel freely and | can only be prepared to reciprocate 
when the time presents itself. It has given me an oppor- 
tunity of extending my acquaintance among men in the 
industry. This alone compensates me for any service that 
I have rendered the association. The sociability and 
friendship of those we meet on this mysterious journey 
makes life worth while.” 

In his report President Molloy said that the association 
had followed some of the ideals expressed in the standards 
of fair practice adopted by the National Association. It 
has given particular attention to suggesting that fair and 
honorable practices should prevail throughout in order that 
the industry may contribute to the welfare of the nation. 
The association has also constantly studied industrial costs 
with the idea that the individual owes it to the community 
to conduct his business so as to yield him a fair margin of 
profit. The object of the Connecticut Valley Association 
has been to induce co-operation among competitors, for 
there is always a common interest no matter how keen the 
competition. Personal antipathy, envy and hate have been 
discouraged in the interest of better business conduct. 
Prejudices that obstruct this growth of business should be 
obliterated. 

The number of general meetings has been reduced to 
conserve the time of members and regional meetings cre- 
ated in order that men doing business in a particular mar- 
ket might consult with one another. Great variations were 


found in the business of members and in order to go into 
conference successfully all interests had to be considered. 
The first constructive piece of work was done with the 


furniture dealers who were organized and the business in- 
terests of the establishments were materially improved. 
The program worked out in Springfield was carried into the 
major cities of the two other districts and definite results 
were secured. This was the initial step and with this mo- 
mentum it is expected to go on and include other lines in 
the work. 

At the dinner held in the evening the speakers included: 
Ivan E. Allen of Atlanta, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Stationers, Office Outfitters & Manufacturers; 
Mortimer W. Byers of New York, secretary of the National 
Association; Frank L. Severance, first vice president of 
the National Association. Charles P. Gavin of the F. S. 
Webster Company, Boston, acted as toastmaster, and Pro 
fessor Harry R. Wellman, professor of marketing at Dart 
mouth College, gave an address on “Modern Merchan 
dising.” 

Greetings from Springfield were extended to the visitors 
by Colonel Young of the Chamber of Commerce of Spring- 
field and a hearty invitation extended to come again. Scott 
& Bayrd, Boston, Mass., with the aid of a fine orchestra 
furnished the entertainment. 

The report of the president aroused so much enthusiasm 
among the members that upon motion it was the unanimous 
expression of all present that the address be printed and 
distributed among the members of the association. A re 
port of the secretary showed an increase in membership 
and the report of the treasurer showed a substantial bal- 
ance on hand. 

During the business meeting short addresses were made 
by the following: Mortimer W. Byers, National secretary; 
Arthur L. Cole, president, Boston Association; Frank L 
Severance oi the Wilson-Jones Loose Leaf Company and 
first vice president of the National Association; Herman 
Price, salesmanager, Joseph Dixon Crucible Company; 
Ralph Bauer, Lynn Massachusetts; Fletcher Wood Taft, 
the Carter’s Ink Company, who also led the community 
singing with splendid success, and James Towhill, first 
vice president of the Boston Association. 

Ivan Allen, president of the National Association, in his 
remarks expressed his gratification at the wonderful hos- 
pitality which had been shown him and gave an outline of 
the proposed work by the National Association during the 
coming year. He told of the regional divisions which they 
proposed to establish and urged all the members not to fail 
to take full advantage of the research work done by the 
association and the constructive work editorially by the 
ably-edited trade papers. 

He then gave the details of the National Index, the new 
work being undertaken by the Nationai Association and 
elaborated on the details of its great help to the dealer 
He then outlined the proposed plan for industrial pictures 
to educate salesmen and urged every one to remember the 
three great elements in association work—friendship, com- 
panionship and co-operation. 

At the close of his remarks, Mr. Allen was unanimously 
elected an honorary member of the Connecticut Valley As- 
sociation and the association went on record as approving 
the National Index. 

Mr. Severance in his remarks emphasized the need of co 
operation between the National Association and the loca! 
bodies and called attention to the fact that as business men 
today we were no longer operating on a rising market and 
that association work was more essential today than ever 
and the real test of association work being made as we 
approach a lower level commercially. 

Mr. Byers advised every one to take stock of the Nationa! 
\ssociation and its purpose and its essential and important 
work if the business of the country is to flourish. He gave 
an able summary of the purposes of the association and 
stated that the job of the National Association was to har- 
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monize the aims of the various elements in it and bring out 
of the coordination of these elements a harmonious whole. 
He referred to us as a people as being intellectually lazy 
and the rea! work of the National Association to educate 
its members; therefore the need for co-operative effort to 
overcome the laziness and secure the mental benefit. He 
also called attention to the work of the association in con- 
nection with the Stephens-Green bill—the work on price 
maintenance and the work in helping to secure the repeal 
of the fountain pen tax. 

Professor Wellman stated that most happenings are arti- 
ficial and that it was a good thing they were, as our view- 
point changes from year to year and that after all what 
happens doesn’t matter, but what causes it to happen is 
most important. He made a review of progress covering 
general conditions of late years and his summary was that 
today what we should consider as a chief consideration is 
what can we sell, not what can we manufacture. He made 
the claim that we don’t have sane selling today and that 
plants are developed to overproduction and the push not 
strong enough to cover. He presented a review of general 
merchandising conditions as they exist today and cau- 
tioned manufacturers to be more careful to whom they 
sold and cautioned dealers to eliminate special sales with 
store overhead eliminated in the price at which goods are 
sold. 

He then stated that we as a people had increased our 
production ability to take care of 140,000,000 people when 
we had only 110,000,000 population and Europe not a strong 
bidder in the market. He claimed that much of the con- 
dition of the market at the moment was because of the 
effort to try to force a surplus production on the market 
and claimed that today there was no virgin field to cover 
in merchandising, that we cannot cut the price and find a 
virgin market and that we must realize the old rule of sup- 
ply and demand still governs things and that if we kept up 
overproduction and attempted to force a surplus there 
could only be one result and that would be if kept up that 
the big dog would eat the little dogs and that combinations 
of large interests would be formed to take up the slack. 
He urged all to learn proper merchandising and to cease 
educating the public to watch for and only come to their 
stores on bargain day. He urged the manufacturer to 
arrange his production in direct proportion to absorption, 
and he also urged the manufacturers to get rid of some of 
the wholesalers and pick over and keep such as believed in 
the man who made the goods. He urged both manufac- 
turers and wholesalers to pick well-rated retailers with 
whom to do business and urged the retailer to pick over 
the goods offered to him, forget the price of the goods and 
buy only that which he knew would sell in his market. He 
closed his remarks by stating that merchandising today is 
coming back to the old basis, a good product, a fair price 
and bought by a man I like to do business with. 

About 130 persons were present, and the local committee, 
headed by Gustave E. Nelson, chairman, is entitled to much 
credit for the perfect arrangements and the resulting suc- 
cess of the meeting. 

Annual Dinner Stationers’ Association of New 

York. 

The annual dinner of the Stationers’ Association of New 
York was held on the evening of January 31 in the Belvi- 
dere room of the Hotel Astor, New York City 

The invocation was pronounced by the Rev. E. LeRoy 
Dakin of the Baptist Temple at Brooklyn. 

The dinner consisted of six courses after the best manner 
of the Astor service. 

President William E. Ward acted as toastmaster and 
reviewed the history of the association for the last twenty 
vears. He said that the co-operation of the stationery 


trade_is a great thing to be accomplished and he believed 
it had been accomplished by the New York organization. 
He welcomed visitors from the Newark association; from 
Philadelphia and from the Boston Association, as well as 
the president of the Stationers’ and Publishers’ Board of 
Trade. He introduced Ivan Allen, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Stationers, Office Outfitters & Manu- 
facturers, who spoke briefly on the value of the National 
Association to the United States that the stationers of the 
country have kept pace with the balance of the business 
world was due to the efforts of the National Association in 
keeping itself alive to the possibilities of the stationery 
trade. Mr. Allen explained in detail the idea of the na- 
tional index which has already been described in this 
publication. 

Dr. Francis Harvey Green of Pennington Seminary, Pen- 
nington, N. J., was introduced. He took as his subject the 
spirit in which to work, and advised all, no matter in what 
line their activities lie, to work definitely, intelligently, 
vigorously, tenaciously, honestly, unselfishly and cheerfully. 
Dr. Green is an exponent of the actual practice of the 
phrase “Whatever thy hand findeth to do, do with thy 
might.” 

Rey. E. LeRoy Dakin followed Dr. Green and brought 
out the point that the Stationers’ Association is in the first 
place made up of business men—and of community-minded 
men. He laid stress upon the idea of co-operation and said 
that the strength of the association is in the individual and 
vice versa the strength of the individual is in the associa- 
tion. He asserted that the world is waiting for the man 
who has something to contribute for the benefit of the 
other folks and that everybody who has something to give 
to the community as a whole has the love of his work in 
his heart. He closed his remarks by saying that service is 
the basis of all true greatness and that whatever an in- 
dividual sends out into the world determines what comes 
back to him. 

William G. Eisenhauer, song leader, had charge of the 
musical end of the entertainment as he has for many years. 
Cordes’ Orchestra furnished the instrumental music. Fol- 
lowing the dinner and speeches, there was dancing until a 
late hour. The entertainment committee deserves much 
credit for the manner in which the details of the dinner 
and evening’s entertainment were handled. A large in- 
crease in attendance over last year brought with it added 
responsibilities and the success of the evening was due to 
the committee’s untiring efforts.

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consumer and the bill paid, and that money spent in educa- 
tional work through displays was not wasted. He closed 
with an appeal to New England to send the largest dele- 
gation ever sent to a National Association convention. 

Frank L. Severance also endorsed the selection of Cin- 
cinnati as the convention city and the expressions of Mr. 
Bauer concerning the possibilities, taking exception only 
to the characterization of Mr. Bauer of some of the manu- 
facturers as “hard boiled.” Mr. Severance took the ground 
that all the hard boiled eggs were not among the manufac- 
turers and called the attention of the meeting to the fact 
that both manufacturers and dealers have problems and 
cannot get anywhere by calling each other names. He then 
proceeded with a clear-cut analysis of the chief needs of the 
dealer based on his observation of conditions, which were 
summed up under two heads—an adequate system of stock 
control and standardization. He also commented on the 
lack of judgment used in purchasing through a lack of 
knowledge of the needs of the trade served by the house 
doing the buying. He quoted “variety is the spice of life,” 
but said that as a manufacturer's problem it exacts a terrible 
toll. 

Conditions to be Met. 

He then took up the new conditions since the war and 
presented in a most able and concise manner the conditions 
which must be met. We must reduce the capital tied up. 
We must increase production and economy; we must in- 
crease sales effect. We must decrease overhead; we must 
increase quality and adopt a safe and sane policy economi- 
cally. He quoted illustrations covering reduction in size 
and numbers in other industries and made a plea that we 
try to understand today before adopting a policy for to- 
morrow. 

Ivan Allen was then introduced, and proceeded to outline 
the constant work the National Association is trying to 
accomplish and emphasized the duty of the members to 
their employees if the ideals of the association are to be 
accomplished in any considerable degree. He said, “We 
must bring a system of education to our employees; we 
must build up mentally our man power along the lines of 
Mr. Severance’s remarks.” 

The great resources of the association should be given 
to the employees through the eye as well as the brain and 
the best of sales and manufacturing experience should be 
placed before them not only in the printed word, but 
through industrial moving pictures shown to the local 
association by the manufacturers, so as to visualize before 
the man who sells goods just what he is selling and how 
it is made. 

Districting Plan Proposed. 

He outlined a plan for dividing the country into districts 
so as to co-ordinate effort to better advantage. He re- 
viewed the progress of the association and emphasized the 
point that there is no need or room for discouragement. 
He made a plea to get in the small dealers and manufac- 
turers as well as the large; brought out the need to give 
the little fellow something he could see and feel as he was 
getting out of association work. He then told of his visit 
to Washington and the work on the National Index, the 
work of standardizing the size of price lists, the value of 
having such a record as the National Index and the saving 
of time and money, and stated it would be a service for $30 
a year that no dealer could buy otherwise for less than 
$1,000. He made a strong appeal to build up the associa- 
tion spirit and to work to build up the membership, which 
is gaining now. 

After the close of his remarks the Boston association upon 
motion duly made and seconded voted to go on record as 
approving the work of establishing the National Index.

Questionnaire Sent Out Is Intended 
to Disclose the Actual Conditions of 
the Business of Various Members. 
HI Illinois Booksellers and Stationers Association 
not long ago distributed to its members a yes and no 
questionnaire, containing a list of thirty-six different 
questions concerning lines which are ordinarily carried in 
stores handling books and stationery The object of this 
questionnaire is to find out what lines are being most 
largely carried in the stores for the purpose of aiding the 
ificers of the association in determining what policies will 
e of the greatest benefit to the greatest number of 
nem be rs 
One of the principal features of the work this year is 
the making of a survey of the book and stationery business 
the state This work is being conducted in compliance 
with a resolution passed by the association at a convention 
held in Champaign last May. It was started last summer 
and is being carried on by the Bureau of Business Research 
of the University of Illinois, under the direction of A. C 
Littleton of the latter bureau 


\ representative of the bureau made a tour of the state 
last July and August, securing data from as many of the 
stores as were willing to co-operate These figures have 


been tabulated and are being worked out in grafs which 
are expected to be helpful to the merchants in analyzing 
their business and determining future policies 

Figures were obtained of sales by months and years for 
a period of three or four years previous to 1923. One of 
the things the bureau is trying to do with the sales figures 
} 


which they have obtained is to find some basis of discover 


ing what the next year’s sales ought to be. They are trying 
as many different methods of estimating as possible and 
are now preparing to ask the stores who co-operated in the 
work last summer to furnish the figures for their sales 
during 1923 in order that the actual facts may be had to 
use as a vardstick against the estimates which have already

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Proper Marking Saves Shipping Losses. 

Proper and distinct marking is absolutely essential in 
export trade. However carefully an exporter may con 
struct his containers and pack his merchandise within them, 
if the marking is illegible, easily rubbed off, or becomes 
blurred and unreadable through dampness or the rubbing 
to which a package is subjected on an ocean voyage, loss 
of goods or months of delay in receipt of the shipment, are 
most likely to result. Losses from improper and incorrect 
marking run into millions. Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on correct marking, says the transportation division 
of the Department of Commerce. 

\merican exporters, with many years’ background in 
foreign trade, have not overlooked the importance of legible, 
permanent marking, but criticism has been made of the 
marking done by careless or inexperienced exporters. The 
principal causes of complaint have been brush marking 
often illegible, or the use of very small stencils, and ink 
without indelible qualities 
Lack of attention in consecutive numbering of cases or 
other containers is another common fault which is certain 
to make trouble for the importer. The importance of care 
in this matter is plain when it is realized that in nearly 
every instance the foreign customer is subjected to fines, 


or perhaps the Oss ot his goods. Brazil in particular has 


promulgated regulations in regard to consecutive number 
ing, and any departure from these is punishable by heavy 
fines. In Salvador, goods bearing duplicate numbers ar 


considered contraband, and are hable to a fine of twenty 
ve per cent of the duties 

The stencil marking done by Americans is, generally 
speaking, too small, according to reports from abroad ri 
ceived by the Department of Commerce. Even large cases 
are marked with one inch stencils. Our competitors make 
a specialty of marks from three to five inches high, the 
consignee’s mark and destination being legible at 200 yards, 
in contrast to the usual American marks of one inch or inch 
and one-half, which cause delay in discharging, particu 
larly at night, because of the difficulty experienced in read 
ing the small and sometimes indistinct marks. Stencils 
should be not less than two inches, and on large cases marks 


tive inches high would not be too large 


Marking on Bales. 


arking bales, marks should not be placed on the bur 
tself, nor should tags tied to the bales be used some 
exporters stencil a piece of cotton or canvas with the neces 
sary marks, and sew this to the bale. A better way is to 
rk a metal plate, fastened securely to the metal bands 


ith which the bale is tied. The use of tags should be 


avoided, as they are easily torn from the package, or, per 


haps, become defaced. If tags must be used, they should 
be of metal and securely wired to the package 

All marks should be stenciled. Brush marking, aside 
from the fact that some few countries prohibit it, is most 
unsatisfactory for foreign shipments As a rule the co 
plete marks should be placed on at least two faces of the 
pat kages, though some exporters mark sides, tops and 
bottonis 

Che marks must agree in every detail with those show1 
n invoices and bill of lading The whole of the mark 
should be together, in order to simplity the work of check 
ers, custom authorities, and others who handle the goods 
\ prominent place should be given the consignees name 
destination and routing. These must be in large letters,

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Suggestions for Export Packing Materials. 
Waterproofed case lining papers play an important part 
in export shipping, protecting valuable merchandise against 
moisture, mold, odors, salt water, and other hazards 
brought about by stowage in the holds of ships or by the 


varying climatic changes in foreign countries. There art 


few commodities that water does not injure. Metals and 


machinery are rusted, textiles are discolored and decayed 
foodstuffs are made unpalatable and chemicals are dissolved 
wr changed in their composition. Even canned goods may 
be made unsalable by the discoloration or loosening of 
labels. It is therefore necessary that the majority of ex 
port cases be lined with a tested paper that possesses the 
requisite waterproof qualities. 

In order to place in the hands of exporters data concern 
ing the best types of case lining papers, the Bureau of 
Standards, through the co-operation of the Paper Divisio 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, has sub 
mitted the following tentative specifications for waterproo! 
case lining paper: 

Composition. The paper shall be made of two layers or 
sheets of 100 per cent sulfate krait paper, cemented together 
with a layer of asphalt. 

Weight. 25 x 40, 500, 1205 pounds basis (24 x 36, 480, 100 
pounds). (A tolerance of ten per cent will be allowed on 
weight. ) 

Bursting strength. Average of ten tests shall be not less 
than sixty points. 

Tensile strength Av erage of ten tests in both directions 
of the sheet, shall be not less than nine kilograms. 

Water resistance. Time of penetration of water shall be 
not less than one hour. 


Methods of Testing. 

The bursting strength shall be determined with a ma 
chine by which the paper is firmly clamped against a 
rubber diaphragm, through which the pressure is applied 
to a circular area of the paper measuring one square inch. 

The tensile test shall be made with a machine of fifty 
kilogram capacity, set with a distance of ninety millimeters 
between the clamps at the beginning of the test and with 
the pulling clamp moving at a speed of three inches per 
minute. The test strips shall be fifteen millimeters in width 

The water resistance shall be determined by a modifica 
tion of the Stockigt method. Samples shall be cut approxi 
mately 2'4 inches square and moulded into cup shape. This 
may be done conveniently by using a glass-stoppered bottle 
having a neck 1 inches inside diameter, depressing the 
paper into the neck of the bottle with the stopper. The cuy 
shall be floated in a two per cent ammonium thiocyanate 
solution and four drops of one per cent ferric chloride solu 
tion placed immediately at different points inside the cuy 
near the center of the bottom. The time of penetratio: 
shall be the interval from the time the cups are place 
in the thiocyanate solution, to the average time that all four 
drops of the ferric chloride show a pink coloration due t 
admixture of the two solutions The time of penetratior 
reported shall be the average time for at least four different 
cups. 

Note The spe cihcations given are based largely on re 
sults of investigative work on various waterproof packing 
papers being conducted by the Bureau of Standards. As 
the investigation has not been completed, the bureau rec: 
mends that these specifications be adopted tentatively, as

possible modifications may be found necessary when more 
complete information is available 

The weight specified is somewhat higher than in the 
Army specifications, but a weight tolerance of ten per cent 
is included which will permit papers of ninety pounds. The 
usual tolerance is five per cent, but a higher tolerance was 
believed to be desirable, as the weight for such papers is
